It is 
poured out by «a little sac or 
biadder which is placed between 
the ends of the bones. In this way 
the joint kee iteelf well oiled.

He roamed the hills and 
woods, fished in the brooks, hunt- 
and wild rabbits, 
helped to make maple sugar, 
washed dishes, did barnyard chores 
and got into deep trouble by play- 
ing cards with other boys behind 
the haystack. ‘ 

Ttred of the hopeless struggle 
of a Mfe of so little promise as 
that of a rope-harness farmer, his 
father took his poor and 
chattele to Tilinols in 1857 and 
the family settled down on a little 
prairie farm, bought for $16 an 
acre, near the Village of Malta. 
There Norman helped to break the 
stubborn glebe, often treading the 
furrow with bare feet, tended 
sheep, felled trees, sawed logs,

Among his essays is one called 
‘The Paychology of the Corset,” a 
piece of extravagant, hyperbolical 
glorification of that garment, in 
which he poked fun at the almost 
universal wearing of it at the 
time. -Dr. Bridge was amazed to 
find that many women readers 
took the gatire in earnest and con- 
feased that the purpose of it “must 
have been adroitly hidden or be 
very dull" for them to have con- 
sidered it as serious and not hu- 
morous.

Jan. 17.—That daylight conditions 
do not have as great an effect on 
short radio waves as they do on 
long waves is indicated by the ex- 
perience of John L. Reinartsz of this 
place, who has just succeeded in 
transmitting signals across the con- 
tinent on a wave length of only 
twenty-one meters. 

Reception of his short wave sig- 
nals unde, ordinary daylight con- 
ditions have been reported by two 
western. amateure—F. C. Jones of 
1822 Hearst avenue, Berkeley, Cal.. 
and Hewitt Svotewohl of Hartley, 
Iowa. The same signals were like- 
wise reported by Wiliiam Justice 
Lee of Winter Park, Fila. All of this 
transmission took place on Sunday, 
December 21, 1924. 

For the last two years amateurs 
have been attempting to relay code 
messages across the country in 
daylight, but their efforts were not 
very successful. The American 
| Radio Relay League organised the 
tests during which signals were 
transmitted from one station fo 
another on the longer waves, In 
some cases the messages were 
started from the east and west 
coasts simultaneously.

On the ist inst. new regulations 
went into effect, and new licenses 
were required of all.

publisher is prohibited for com- 
mercial purposes.

in which the Genera! Electric Com-| 


pany is erecting a giant radio trans- 
mitter laboratory. Among the 
masts which hold a variety of an- 
tenna systema, are large and small 


bulldings in radio special- 
ists will seek solve some of 


the problems of radio transmis- 
sion. 
The labore- 


tory is located six miles south of 
the city of Sehenectady, the home 
of WGY. In thie laboratory the 
engineer will endear to find 
means of impréving. transmission 
quality and feliability and he will 
test theories of static and fading. 
in the hope that these twin ter- 
rors of radio listeners may be 


banished. 

The antenna etructures include 
three towers 300 feet high ar- 
ranged in the form of a triangle. 
From these stee] masts almost any 
type of antenna may be strun 
capable .of operation between 6 
and 3000 meters. <A fourth steel 
tower, 150 feet high, may be con- 
nected to any of the trio of masts 
for work on wave lengths from 
200 to 600 meters. In addition 
to the steel towers there are nu- 
merous wooden masts for antenna 
systems for experimentation on 
wave lengths from 156 to 2300 


meters. 

In the largest buliding will be 
housed the main power ‘-plant. 
Space is provided for two addi- 
tional experimental transmitters. 

The power plant includes a num- 
ber of high-powered rectifiers for 
converting the alternating cur- 
rent supply into a direct current 
source with a maximum of 30,000 
volts. In addition to the recti- 
fiers there will be direct current 
and alternating current machines 
for filament energy, biasing and 
for lew-powered amplifier opera- 
tion. The space allotted for the 
two experimental transmitters is 
sufficient for equipments rated at 
a maximum of from 50 to 1006 
kilowatts. The power buliding al- 
so includes a dark room for the 
development of oscillograms and a 
fully equipped storage battery 
plant. Here also is located a cen- 
tral pumping system which pro- 
vides circulating water for all 
transmitters. This water supply is 
used for the water-cooled power 
tubes. 

The main power house ig con- 
nected by cable for the transfer 
of power to several smaller buiid- 
ings constructed of wood. These 
bulldings will be used for the de- 
velopment of particular types of 
transmitters and must be located 
a distance from other equipment. 
Very smal) buildings are located 
at the foot of the steel, towers 
and in these will be housed the 
tuning systems for particular 
types of antenna.

SANTA MONICA, Jan. 24.—Be-: 
lief that the waters of the Coast’ 
of Southern California are becom-’ 
ing sufficiently warm to allow trop- | 
ical fish to survive was further 
substantiated this morning when 
Dale Gingras, fishing from the San-; 
ta Monica pier, caught a speciés 
of fish which has all the old-time. 
fishermen guessing. The catch is 
believed to be a species of tropical; 
fish never before seen in the Santa: 
Monica Bay. 

In addition to four fins the fish | 
has four legs, a full set of upper. 
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and lower teeth resembling thoée: 
of a rat, several] nostrils and very 
large eyes. The fish is highly col- 
ored, which leads fishermen to be-. 
lieve it formerly inhabited trop- 
ileal waters. It is eighteen inches 
and weighs s pound and‘a 
alf.

Beginning with the second sem- 
ester, which opens February 9. the 
college of music, University of! 
Southern California, will offer « 
class in church music under Mr. 
Alexander Stewart. which will be 
of particular benefit to church di- 
rectors, soloists and students who 
intend to make a study or enter 
the field of church music. 

Mr. Stewart has done consider. 
able research work in church 
music, especially In the study of 
the old traditienal mustc, and has 
given numerous lecture-recitals on 
the subject. He is also the author 
of a series of musical services de- 
voted to the history of church 
music, from Palestrina to present- 
day composers. The course will 
cover practical work in organiz- 
Ing and directing church choirs 
and choruses, the technique of con- 
ducting. repertoire for chorus 
choirs, quartets and soloists. choice 
of anthems and their interpreta- 


tion, direetion of congregational 
singing.

study of hymnology.

Large companies which own the 
lumber and pulpwood- ng for- 
ests,well known the importance of 
conserving, but in order to pay 
their taxes and keep their plants 
operating at a profit they are com- 
pelled to cut the smallest trees 
that are available for the market. 

In these privately owned forests 
there are few large trees of either 
soft or hard wooed standing. . If 
the price of pulpwood

fore, powerless in 76 per cent of 
the remaining acres of forest land. 
It is out of the question for the 
public to contemplate the purchase 
of much more forest land. The

The banks of California are encouraging 
the farmers and orchardigts of the Golden 
State to take up the study of farm account- 
ing as a means of putting their investments 
in money and labor on a more profitable 
basis. Such a study, the average farmer 
‘who has adopted the idea will admit, al- 
ways reveals amazing and unsuspected facts 
as to unnecessary “leaks” and unrealised 
@#pportunities in his business. 

The interest displayed by the mere pro- 
gressive bankers in the farmer's book- 
keeping methods is, of course, a practical 
ene. The bankers know that the prosperity

of all business, and of thé banks them- 
selves, is in a large méasure dependent up-

Real book-keeping on farms would un- 
questionably be of incalculable help to ag- 
ricultural producers, and it is something 
that is bound to come. General action by 
bankers to encourage careful accounting by 
growers would hasten the time appreciably. 
Farmers everywhere are learning that the 
“boarder” fruit tree, cow or ben is a poor 
investment. This is largely due to the 
work of the farm bureaus and the agricul- 
tural extension service of the universities 
and colleges of agriculture in the various 
States. Along with cow-testing and check- 
ing up of production of all kinds should go 
the kind of book-keeping that -will enable 
the producer to know at Just whar, 
he is accomplishing. Guesswork on the 
farm will not do in these days of highly sys- 
tematized business and industry.

An innovation in an old industry in 
valley is the irrigation and fertilizing 
vineyards.

The Farm Bureau is gen- 
erally credited with the new successes in 
viticulture. Citrus areas in the district 
have been increased to some extent, with 
intercropping an important feature in this 
kind of expansion.

ley, several new plantings having been made. 
it has recently been published thet in the val- 
ley, on the Pryor ranch, there was growing 
the second largest avocado tree in Califor- 
nia, and a recent investigation is said to 
have established that the tree in question is 
the tallest of its kind in the State. 


The pioneer of successful vegetable 
furming in the valley appears to be H. A. 
Helsel. Fourteen years ago this man came 
from Pennsylvania with hig wife and child 
to make a home here. He brought with 
him his whole fortune, amounting to $2200. 
He selected a five-acre plot in a grain-field 
near the town of Escondido. Land was 
cheap then, the price being $250 an acre. 
with time payments. Mr. Heisel built a 
home and mortgaged everything. His 
neighbors asked him how he expected to 
pay and when he told them that he planned 
to raine vegetables and chickens they 
laughed, saying that all anyone could grow 
on his place would be a bigger mortgage. 

The Pennsylvanian worked four years as 
a day-laborer for others, giving his piece of 
land what attention he could on holidays 
and evenings and mornings. In the mean- 
time he learned the differences between 
Pensylvania and California conditions, and 
how to adapt himself to the farming work

At the present time Mr. Helsel’s five-acre 
farm boasts two acres of Valencia oranges 
and many deciduous fruit trees, including 
apples, pears, cherries, plums, persimmons 
and figs. There are blackberries, strawber. 
ries and raspberries crowing for both the 
home and market. There is a half-acre of 
alfalfa, which is cut seven times in the year 
to be fed to chickens. In the ranch poultry 
yards there are 600 hens, which supply fer. 
tilizer for the little ranch and eggs for the 
market. During the year Mr. Helsel pro- 
duces quantities of lettuce, celery, beans. 
peas and other vegetables for the local and 
Los Angeles markets. 

In, 1919, this grower says he had a net profit 
from vegetables and chickens totaling $2615 
and in 1920 he says it was $2601. The prof- 
it for the next year. he declares, was 
$2000. Had he included his living expenses 
in the reckoning, he points out, the figures 
would be much larger as he obtained a 
great deal of what the family used on the 
place itself. In 1922 the ranch sales went 
up to $3600 and in 1923, to $4100, according 
to this producer. Mr. Helsel employs no 
outside labor, planting only what he can 
care tor without hiring a helper. 

This grower did the valley a service by 
helping to show its people that their soil 
and climate would produce profitable crops 
other than citrus, grapes hay and grain.

Yet why in the name of reason do we con- 
stantly hear the expressions “eat this,” or 
“eat that,”—“it will give you strength,” or 
food or that food will build you up and 


being so forcibly calied to the dangers 
of carbon monoxide poisoning, I believe it 
is necessary to enlighten the general public 
concerning some of the technical phases of 
earbon monoxide and perhaps prevent new 
fatalities. 

Up to the time this was written the 
Bewspapers announce that seventeen deaths 
have occurred because of carbon monoxide 
poisoning. How many have been poisoned 
without fatal result, we do not know, but if 
seventeen died, undoubtedly a large number 
have been made ill, seriously or slightly. 

What is carbon monoxide? 

The general public without technical 
training in chemistry, is perhaps wondering 
what this mysterious gas may be. 

Perhaps an easy way for you to under- 
stand what carbon monoxide is would be 
to contrast it with a sister compound, car- 
“ohon dioxide. 

Most of you are familiar with the fact 
that all animal life breathes in oxygen in 
order to sustain life, and breathes out car 

dioxide, as a by-product of combustion. 

@ know the body is maintained at a tem- 
perature of 98% deg. This temperature is 
congtantly burning the body waste material. 
After burning has taken place, the gas 
which is liberated is known as carbon dl 
oxide 


In a similar sense, carbon monoxikle is 
also a by-product of combustion: that is, a 
by-preduct of any substance containing car- 
bon. 


All living matter contains carbon. All 
matter which has once lived contains car- 
bon—coal, wood, paper, practically every- 
thing burnt in the grate or oven. 

Under ordinary circumstances, where a 
fire is built having ample oxygen ventila- 
tion, there is usually sufficient oxygen to 
combine chemically with the carbon which 
is present in all combustible substances, to 
make the relatively harmless gas knon as 
carbon dioxide. If, however, there is insuf- 
Gcient oxygen present to satisfy the burn- 
ing carbon, instead of carbon dioxide, car- 
bon monoxide, a very deadly gas, is formed. 
“\ Therefore, to get down to speci*c terms, 
carbon monoxide is the gas formed from 
the combustion of wood, coal, or any other 
organic substance containing carbon in the 
dbeence of a sufficient quantity of oxygen. 

Let us analyze briefly the circumstances 
surrounding the seventeen deaths which 
have thus far been reported. 

If you read the newspapers carefully, you 
will note that in every case the fire was lett 
burning and the windows tightly shut. 

Now, what takes place, in the language 
of chemistry? [If the gas was turned on, 
the gas burned all the oxygen, or nearty all, 
present in the room, and formed carben di- 
oxide. Then, not having any more oxygen, 
or a sufficient quantity, instead of forming 
carbon dioxide, it formed carbon monoxide. 
Unfortunately, carbon monoxide, ehemistry 
is a colorless, odorless, taste- 


ence until too late. The victims of crabon 
monoxide poisoning met a painless death. 
Bet'‘es being formed by the burning of 
gas, oil, petroleum, wood, coal, etc. in a 
closed room, carbon monoxide is liberated

I would ask the average person to start eat- 
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starting their motor and permitting the ex- 
haust gases to accumulate within the con 
finement of a small, closed garage. Through- 
out the country, hundreds of motorists have 
met their death or been y poisoned 
by ignorance of these simple laws of 
chemistry. 

When the exhaust is permitted to dis 
charge in a closed garage, the carbon mo- 
noxide which is liberated by the exploded 
gasoline speedily consumes all tie oxygen 
present in the garage, and in a very short 
time, not sufficient oxygen to change 
it, carbon is liberated in a free 
form. Five or six full breaths of the dead- 
ly carbon monoxide gas are sufficient to pro- 


One part of carbon monoxide to 800 parts 
of air is sufficient to destroy life. Carbon 
dioxide, the compound with which most of 
you are familiar, is also capable of produc 
ing suffocation, but, being very much less 
harmful, it requires larger quantities, as 
much as 15 per cent before life ceases. 

The physiological effect of carbon mo 
noxide.is very easy to understand. When 
we breathe in this deadly gas, it forms a 
very firm union with. the red corpuscles of 
the blood. That is, when it comes in con- 
tact with the red part of the biood, it holds 
fast and refuses to let go. 

We know that one of the leading func- 
tions of the red cells of the blood is to carry 
oxygen, but once the red cells have com- 
bined with carbon monoxide, their power 
of carrying oxygen is lost. Therefore, what 
we really suffer from when we tnhale car- 
bon monoxide, or even considerable quantt- 
ties of carbon dioxide, is not so much the 
poisonous effects of the carbon monoxide or 
dioxide as the asphyxiating effects due to 
lack of oxygen. 

Since the average human being can go no 
longer than two or three minutes without 
air, the effects of this kind of poisoning are 
very rapid, asphyxiation taking place with- 
in a very few minutes. 

Now I believe I have told you without 
going into elaborate technical details, which 
concern the chemist and physician prt- 
marily, suMliient concerning the general na- 
ture of this gas. The question which con- 
cerns the public more than anything else is, 
first, how is this gas ; second, how 
can we prevent its formation; third, if pol- 
soning does take place, what shall we do? 

I have explained to you how the gas ts 
formed, by the combustion or burning of 
practically any substance that will burn in 
an atmosphere that does not contain suffl- 
cient oxygen. 

In household language, whee do we have 
such conditions? Unfortunately, during the 
winter many people keep their rooms closed 
and unventilated in order to keep warm. It 
is nothing unusual to enter a home with all 
windows and doors tightly closed and to 
see a fire burning brightly, with the mem- 
bers of the family gathered around. 

In most cases che box harm is done, 
for the fire is usu bunt in a stove having 
a chimney leading to the outdoor air, or in 
& gas heater having an open vent. These 

ents or chimneys are usually sufficient to 
carry off the carbon monoxide as fast as tt 
is formed; but occasionally people build 
houses and put in heating devices, gas 

ves, kerosene stoves, etc., without pro 
ing the necessary openings into the out 
oors to carry of the waste gases. Ther, 


after closing all means of oxygen entrance, 


the heater is turned on. It doés not take 
very long before the oxygen is used up. 

In most cases, poisoning sufficient to pro- 
duce death does not take place, but a slight 
degree of poisoning is frequently seen. The 
pale .appearance of the children—head 
aches, nausea, sometimes vomiting, tired- 
ness, listlessness, are very often due to the 
inhalation of air in an unventilated room 
thoroughly saturated with carbon dioxide 
and a very slight dilution of carbon mon- 
oxide. 

All this somewhat technical discussion 
logically leads to one conclusion, which 
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as contrasted to the bliszards and below 
gero weather encountered back East. There 
fore, it should be am easy matter to keep at 
least one window open several inches, 
When all is said and done, this is about the 
best insurance we have against both car 
bon monoxide and carbon dioxide poisoning. 

As tar as the generation of carbon mon- 
in the garage is concerned, the best 
safety measures are; first, never work in a 


work on the rear end of a 
car, bringing face in close proximity to 
the exhaust pipe, with the motor running. 
Remember, just a few deep breaths of this 
deadly gas are sufficient to produce iliness, 
and two or three minutes sufficient to pro 
duce complete asphyxiation. 

Finally, what should be done in the event 
of carbon monoxide poisoning? In the final 
analysis, not very much can be done. Since 
carbon monoxide and carbon dioxide poison- 
ing is in reality oxygen starvation, the first 
immediate treatment is evident. That is, 
bring the patient at once into the fresh air. 
If unconsciousness is present, resort to arti- 
ficial respiration immediately. For first aid 
treatment, -artificial respiration could be 
given and a hurry call made to the nearest 
hospital, telling them to rush a pulmotor

A secondary treatment would be to feed 
stimulants. concentrated black coffee 
would perhaps be the most available on 
hand. If the victim recovers, generally he 


is none the worse for it within five days or. 


a week. It depends entirely on the quan- 
tity of red blood left in his arteries that 
has not yet been affected. But, remember, 
treatment is of lesser importance than pre 
vention, for it is like locking the stable door 
after the horse is stolen. If you will keep 

your windows open, carbon monoxide pot- 
naa will not affect you. 


Even better than this, to keep the lungs 
filled with fresh air at all times, make it a 
rule to sleep in a cold room with the win- 
dows wide open. Never leave a fire going 
after you have retired. Use more blankets 
and less artificial heat. 

Carbon monoxide poisoning in enneces- 
sary and avoidable, if we but use a little 
common sense and a few minor precau- 
tions.
